Affirmed a Big Judgment, 


T h e Oakland 
Consolidated 
Street 
Railway Company sustained 
another 
hard shock yesterday when the Su­ 
preme Court affirmed 
the judgment 
and verdict in the suit of Mrs. F. P. 
Howland, who was allowed 
$ 1 0 , 0 0 0 
damages by a jury in the Superior 
Court. 
Mrs. Howland was badly in 
jured in a collision at Sixteenth* and 
Adeline streets in June 1892. She 
was a passenger on a horse car that 
was struck by a Sixteenth-street 
elec­ 
tric car. 
She was rendered a physical 
wreck for life and recovered very heavy 
damages. T h e case was fought for 
her by Attorney Fred E. Whitney, as­ 
sisted by W. W. Foote. 
There is a 
judgment in favor of her husband for 


$ 4 0 0 0 now pending on appeal. 
Only 
a few weeks ago a judgment for $ 1 4 , - 


000 in favor of H. A. Redfield was af­ 
firmed against the same company.

Married In Old Age. 


Chandler of New Hampshire 
intro­ 
duced a bill in the Senate 
yesterday 
appropriating 
$ 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 for war 
purposes. 


Hill of New York introduced a bill 
to repeal the law that prohibits officers 


of the late Confederate States, who 
had formerly held commissions in the 
Uuited States army and navy, from be­ 
ing appointed to any position in the 
army 
and navy.

A pathway was ''blazed" through the 
trees and foliage near Strawberry creek 
yesterday afternoon on the University 
grounds, indicating in a general way 
the course which the new main ap­ 
proach to the University buildings will 
follow. 
This marks the actual begin­ 
ning of the work of improvement to 
which the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings of the Board of Regents is 
committed. 
T h e next step will be the 
cutting down of small trees and the 
driving of survey stakes. 
Then 
will 
come the workmen, under the direc­ 
tion of Superintendent 
McLaren of 
Golden Gate Park. 
They will lay out 
the necessary roads and walks and will 
plow up a large part of the University 
grounds in order to make the soil soft 
and easily worked when the student 
body of the University shall appear on 
the 
scene 
with picks, 
shovels and'' 
wheelbarrows to enact the roll ta 
which they are pledged. 
Mr. Mc- 
I^ren says it will take about one week 


of actual work to get ready for the stu­ 
dents. 
They will be called on early 
after the holiday vacation. 
Their plan 


of voluntary work is taking well T h e 
battalion is pledged to it. 
All other 
students will take part who are able to 
do so, the "co-eds" being excepted. 


Superintendent McLaren and C. E- 
Grunsky, civil engineer, accompanied 
Regent Reinstein to the University 
yesterday afternoon in connection with 
the improvement o f the grounds. 
They 
were also accompanied by the chief 
plumbing inspector of San Francisco, 
who came over to have a look at the 
buildings. 
First of all the University 
grounds were inspected carefully be­ 
tween the frontage on Center street, 
which it is proposed to pierce with an 
avenue as wide as Center street, and 
the first bridge across Strawberry creek. 
The course is clear to this 
bridge. 
Beyond that foliage intervenes, and 
here it was necessary to break branches 
to mark the path. 
Mr. Grunsky and 
Superintendent 
McLaren 
consulted 
and the lines were pretty well decided 
upon, but no stakes were driven. It 
was thought 
probable that Regent J. 
West Martin, who is of the Committee 
on Grounds and Buildings, would be 
present to take part in the conference, 
but he^sent word that he was ill. 


On the way to the buildings the 
present athletic ground and football 
field came in for some comment, a 
representative student casually joining 
the party. 
It was formally said that 
the Committee on Grounds and build­ 
ings will not do much in any direction 
until the improvements immediately in 
view are well advanced. 
Alter the 
students begin on their pick-and-shovel 
experience they will work only a few 
days. 
Then other propositions may 
be advanced. 
T h e grounds cannot be 
well beautiful, it was said, until 
some 
system of direct roads and paths is laid 
out. 
When the paths are established 
the banks of Strawberry creek will be 
adorned, 
There will be handsome 
landscape gardening under the direction 
of Superintendent McLaren, who gives 
his services gratuitously. 
T h e eld oak 
treesj which are the pride of the Uni­ 
versity, will escape the woodman's ax. 
Some small pines, which are hardly 
more than shrubs, will be cut away and 
possibly a few other trees.

England will not Submit 


London, D e c 19.—The 
"Globe," a 
newspaper supposed to be on terms of 
intimacy with the Government, gives 
warning that Great Britain will remain 
firm, saying: 
"President Cleveland 
may appoint a dozen commissions but 
England will remain firm in her re­ 
fusal to recognize them and jurisdic­ 
tion of this sort 
This is our unalter­ 
able position, be the consequences 
what they may. We will never sub­ 
mit to such unparalleled dictation."
